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1 . ROK EMBASSY COUNSELOR PARK KUN-WOO CALLED AT THE 
DEPARTMENT MARCH 28 TO CONTINUE DISCUSSION OF ROKG'S 
INFORMAL EXPLORATION OF MEANS FOR ETHICS COMMITTEE TO 
HAVE ACCESS TO FORMER AMBASSADOR KIM DONG-JO. HE HAD 
RECEIVED PHONE CALL PREVIOUS EVENING FROM AMBASSADOR 
KIM YONG-SHIK IN SEOUL. 

2. PARK STATED SERIOUS EFFORT IS BEING MADE IN SEOUL TO 
FIND MEANS CONSISTENT WITH ROKG SOVEREIGNTY AND INTER- 
NATIONAL PRACTICE TO PLACE DONG- JO IN COMMUNICATION 
WITH ETHICS COMMITTEE. KIM YONG-SHIK HAS TALKED TO DONG- 
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JO AND IS CONTINUING CONSULTATIONS WITH OTHERS BEFORE 
DISCUSSING MATTER FOR SECOND TIME WITH PRESIDENT PARK 
APRIL 1 JUST BEFORE LEAVING SEOUL TO RETURN TO WASHINGTON. 

3. BOTH ON MARCH 27 AND 28 PARK HAS HIGHLIGHTED SEOUL 
CONCERN OVER CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR ARTICLE MARCH 27 
WHICH TOUCHED ON POSSIBLE COMPROMISE WITH CONGRESS AND 
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POTENTIAL INITIATIVES BY CONGRESSMEN TO WRITE LETTER TO 
ROKG. IN ADDITION TO INSTRUCTIONS TO EMBASSY FROM SEOUL 
TO EXPRESS CONCERN, AMBASSADOR KIM REPORTEDLY 
EMPHASIZED ON TELEPHONE THAT ADDITIONAL CONGRESSIONAL 
PRESSURES AT THIS TIME WOULD UNDERCUT HIS EFFORTS FOR 
"PRIVATE" AND "VOLUNTARY" ARRANGEMENTS. YOU HAVE 
RECEIVED MAJOR SEGMENTS OF CSM ARTICLE IN WIRELESS FILE. 

4. WE HAVE EXPRESSED TO PARK OUR UNDERSTANDING OF 
POSSIBLE ADVERSE EFFECTS OF PUBLICITY AT THIS TIME, BUT 
EMPHASIZED THAT DEPARTMENT IS NOT ENCOURAGING EITHER 
PUBLICITY OR NEW CONGRESSIONAL INITIATIVES. 

5. INFORMALLY WE HAVE LEARNED THAT CONGRESSMAN ERTEL 
AND OTHERS ARE CONSIDERING SENDING A LETTER TO 
PRESIDENT PARK ALONG LINES CSM ARTICLE INDICATED. 
MOTIVATION APPEARS TO BE RECOGNITION THAT "ERTEL 
RESOLUTION" EARLIER INTRODUCED IN BOTH HOUSES IS PERHAPS 
TOO STRONG AND HAS MET WITH DISFAVOR IN INTERNATIONAL 
RELATIONS COMMITTEES. LETTER WOULD BE DESIGNED TO 
STATE CONGRESSIONAL PROBLEM IN MUCH MORE DIPLOMATIC AND 
NON-CONFRONTATIONAL MANNER. IF QUESTIONED BY ROKG, YOU 
MAY NOTE THAT WE HAVE LEARNED OF POSSIBLE LETTER AS 
NOTED ABOVE, BUT THAT DEPARTMENT IS NOT ASSOCIATED IN ANY 
WAY WITH THIS IDEA. YOU MAY NOTE, HOWEVER, THAT IF OUR 
INFORMATION IS CORRECT THE PROPOSED LETTER WOULD BE 
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SIGNIFICANTLY MORE POSITIVE FROM STANDPOINT OF ROK-US 
RELATIONS THAN THREATENING RESOLUTION INTRODUCED EARLIER 
INTO THE CONGRESS. FYI. WE ARE TRYING TO DISCOURAGE 
DESPATCH OF CONGRESSIONAL LETTERS. END FYI. 

6. WE HAVE BEEN IN TOUCH THIS WEEK WITH BOTH PETER 
WHITE AND ROGER SWILLINGER TO INFORM THEM THAT THERE 
APPEARS TO BE SOME CONSIDERATION BEING GIVEN IN 
SEOUL TO FINDING A WAY TO BE RESPONSIVE TO COMMITTEE 
NEEDS WITHOUT INFRINGING ROKG SOVEREIGNTY. BOTH FOUND 
THIS ENCOURAGING. SWILLINGER CONFIRMED THAT SENATE 
ETHICS COMMITTEE STILT. HAS MADE NO DETERMINATION THAT IT 
WOULD NOT NEED TO SEEK ACCESS TO FURTHER KOREAN 
FIGURES BEYOND KIM DONG- JO, BUT HE INDICATED HIS PERSONAL 
VIEW THAT IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE TO REACH SUCH A CONCLUSION 
WHEN THE ISSUE IS CLEARLY JOINED. 

7. WHITE WAS MOST GRATIFIED TO I .EARN THAT ROKG EN- 
COURAGED TONGSUN PARK NOT TO RETURN TO SEOUL PRIOR TO 
PUBLIC HEARINGS BY HOUSE ETHICS COMMITTEE. WHITE 
INDICATED THEY HAD BEEN VERY CONCERNED THAT TSP MIGHT 
DEPART AND CAUSE DELAY OR WORSE IN PUBLIC HEARINGS. 
COUNSELOR PARK INFORMS US THAT MEETING BETWEEN TSP AND 
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CONSUL GENERAL HAN (IN WHICH HAN CONVEYED ROKG URGING 
THAT TSP REMAIN HERE UNTIL ETHICS PUBLIC HEARINGS 
COMPLETED) WAS VERY STORMY. TONGSUN PARK RELUCTANTLY 
AGREED TO STAY ON BUT NOT WITHOUT STRONG REJOINDERS. 
JAWORSKI HAS NOW ANNOUNCED THAT TONGSUN PARK WILL APPEAR 
IN OPEN HEARINGS APRIL 3, 4, AND 5. 

8. SUBSEQUENT TO WRITING ABOVE WE HAVE JUST SEEN 
SEOUL 2519 EXPRESSING ROKG CONCERN AT POSSIBLE 
CONGRESSIONAL LETTERS. BELIEVE PARAGRAPH FIVE ABOVE IS 
RESPONSIVE. COOPER 
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
